For the first time in eight years 
duck shooting on 
Mn&kego lake is 
prime, and scores ot 
urban hunt­

the open water near tufts of 
high 
grass, where they are sheltered from 
the watcuful eyes of tha flying ducks. 
Thousands of bluebills are making 
the lake their headquarters this spring, 
and as a result large baga of game 
hare been brought to market dur­ 
ing the past week. 
The water is now 
within about 150 feet of the old low 
water mark and hunters are able to 
paddle tueir shallow draft skiffs over 
the broad expense of their old stamp­ 
ing grounds. 
The feed is also excel­ 
lent, and a continuation of the excel­ 
lent sport now enjoyed is anticipated 
for two or three weeks more, until 
the birds wing their fliget northward.

RARE 
INDIAN RELICS. 


An 
Rich Treasures Found On the Site of 
Old Village Near Manitowoc. 
An unusual discover! of Indian rel­ 
ies was unearthed near Moi ash creek 
near Manitowoc by some boys who 
were searching over the grounds of 
the old Indian Village sites whloh 
abound all along the lake shore. 
A 
large eaehe of flint and eopper relics 
was discovered. The total numb:* 
of pieces in the find was 253, consist­ 
ing of 171 leaf-shaped blades, one cop­ 
per spear head nearly six inehes long, 
one stone bead and eighty-one copper 
beads, some as large as pigeon eggs 
The 171 flint leaf-shaped blades were 
nearly all of a uniform size aud shape 
and of a dark slate color, from two 
inches to three and one-half inches in 
length- There was one exception in 
this lot, however. 
This was a beauti 
ful worked flint dagger over ten iuohes 
long. 
The copper articles were all 
highly polished and showed evidence 
of their burial. 
Sixteen of the larg­ 
est beads weighed j ast half e pound.

Washington, March 25.—Lieutenant 
Commander Marix, judge advocate oi 
the Maine court of inquiry, arrived in 
W ashington Thursday and went to tho 
Ebbitt house. 
He was accompanied by 
Lieut. Hand, Lieut. 
Jungen, 
Passed 
Assistant Engineer Bowers and Naval 
Cadet Bronson. 
Lieut. Hand carried the much-dis­ 
cussed report on the Maine disaster, 
and had it incased in a small canvas 
bag similar to a haversack. 
There 
was no guard and no show of mystery 
or extraordinary precautions. 
The report will be laid before the 
cabinet today, and then will, in all 
probability, be kept until Monday, 
when it will be sent to congress and 
become public. 
In the Senate there has been some 
discussion as to whether the committee 
on naval affairs or the committee on 
foreign relations should have the re­ 
port. 
It will be referred to the latter 
committee, whose members are mostly 
in favor of Cuban independence. 
It 
will remain in that committee until the 
final policy toward Cuban intervention 
is determined. 
The report of the board of inquiry 
was placed in the hands of the secre 
tary of the navy by the judge advocate 
of the court, Lieutenant Commander 
Marix. The contents of this porten­ 
tous document will not be divulged un­ 
til it is made public by being read to 
the two houses of congress, on Mon­ 
day. The president has enjoined abso­ 
lute secrecy upon each and every mem­ 
ber of the cabinet, and it is said that 
they are the only persons who will see 
the report in advance of its publica­ 
tion. 
The report, it is now 
known, 
will 
find-the Maine was wrecked by an out­ 
side explosion, and that the court does 
not directly implicate Spain. The lan 
guage of the findings, however, partic­ 
ularly with 
regard to the testimony 
showing how the Maine happened to 
be 
anchored at the particular 
spot 
where the explosion occurred, is such 
a s to make plain the inference that 
the ship was placed there by design. 
Further than this those who are ac­ 
quainted with the language of the re­ 
port will not state, but this much they 
admit to be true.

W ashington, March 25.—The Span­ 
ish torpedo flotilla has set sail from the 
Canary islands, and it is looked upon 
as a movement to resist the interven­ 
tion of this government. The naval 
officers hoped that war would be de­ 
clared before this flotilla could reach 
Cuba, for at sea such a fleet might be 
easily handled and 
prevented 
from 
reaching the harbor of Havana. 
The 
vessels are battle-ship destroyers, and 
they are sent to Cuba to resist the 
United States navy. They will be use^ 
less in the Cuban war, for the insur­ 
gents have no ports and no navy. They 
cannot be used to capture filibustering 
expeditions. 
These vessels are to be 
used against the United States, if at 
all, and they are sent across the At­ 
lantic for no other reason than as a 
demonstration to warn this govern­ 
ment to keep its hands off Cuban af 
fairs. 
The officers at the navy department 
are impatient at the delay. They insist 
that, as a bit of naval strategy, it will 
he very unfortunate to allow these tor­ 
pedo-boats to be brought within easy 
reach of our squadron at Key West.
